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SUBJECT: REQUEST FOR TEXT OF U.S. - BRAZILIAN EXTRADITION TREATY 

1. ON MAR 29, GEOFF HALLIDAY, AUSTRALIAN ATTORNEY GENERAL'S 
DEPARTMENT, TELEPHONED EMBOFF TO ASK WHETHER TEXT OF U.S.-BRAZILIAN 
EXTRADITION TREATY COULD BE MADE AVAILABLE TO AUSTRALIAN ATTORNEY 
GENERAL'S DEPARTMENT. HALLIDAY NOTED ATTORNEY GENERAL'S DEPARTMENT 
WAS AWARE THAT SUCH TEXT EXISTED FROM LETTER ADDRESSED TO F.J. 

MAHONY, APRIL, 1972, FROM F. ROWAN GAITHER OF STATE DEPARTMENT 

LEGAL ADVISOR'S OFFICE, IN WHICH U.S. NEGOTIATIONS WITH BRAZIL FOR 
THIS TREATY WERE MENTIONED. HALLIDAY NOTED HE WAS NOT AWARE WHETHER 
THIS AGREEMENT HAD BEEN CONCLUDED OR NOT BUT HE EXPRESSED AN 
URGENT NEED FOR IT. 

2. IF THE AGREEMENT HAS NOT YET BEEN CONCLUDED, HALLIDAY SAID THAT 
AUSTRALIAN ATTORNEY GENERAL'S DEPARTMENT REPRESENTATIVES WOULD 
MAKE VERY CAREFUL USE OF IT AND, OF COURSE, PROTECT WHATEVER 
CLASSIFICATION IT BEARS. THE PRIMARY NEED FOR THIS TEXT IS THE 
POSSIBILITY THAT AUSTRALIA WILL ATTEMPT TO NEGOTIATE A QUICK 
EXTRADITION TREATY WITH BRAZIL IN ORDER TO BE ABLE TO REQUEST 
BRAZILIAN EXTRADITION OF GORDON BARTON. AN AUSTRALIAN CITIZEN 
RESIDING IN BRAZIL WHO IS UNDER INVESTIGATION IN AUSTRALIA FOR 
ABSCONDING WITH A LARGE AMOUNT OF COMPANY FUNDS. 

HALLIDAY IS PARTICULARLY INTERESTED IN KNOWING WHETHER THE U.S. 
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WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM, WHICH ACCORDING TO HOLLIDAY STATES THAT 
EACH GOVERNMENT WOULD BE ABLE TO CLAIM A RECIPROCAL EXTRADITION 
OF ONE OF ITS NATIONALS FROM THE OTHERS' JURISDICTION. 

3. IF DEPARTMENT IS ABLE TO MAKE THIS TEXT AVAILABLE TO GOA, PLEASE 
INFORM. HALLIDAY AGREED THAT IT WOULD BE WELL TO RECEIVE TEXT 
TELEGRAPHICALLY. IF DEPARTMENT IS UNABLE TO SEND TEXT TO EMBASSY 
BY TELEGRAM. HALLIDAY HAS AGREED THAT IT COULD BE TRANSMITTED 
THROUGH AUSTRALIAN EMBASSY WASHINGTON. IN MEANTIME, HALLIDAY IS 
INFORMING AUSTRALIAN EMBASSY OF HIS REQUEST TO US AND ASKING FOR 
THEIR ASSISTANCE IN TRANSMITTING TEXT IF AVAILABLE. 

4. HALLIDAY NOTED THAT STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS ON BARTON WAS 
RUNNING OUT AND THAT PROMPT ACTION ON THIS REQUEST WOULD BE VERY 
MUCH APPRECIATED.
